Further to the Amendment dated August 12, 2005, AppHcants are 
submitting herewith a duly executed Terminal Disclaimer, the submission of which is 
believed to fully obviate any double patenting issues over Claim 1 to 37 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,662,301.

Is should be noted that AppHcants' are submitting the Terminal Disclaimer 
at the request of the Examiner. In this regard, after having received the August 12, 2005 
Amendment, the Examiner telephone Applicants' undersigned representative and indicated 
that double patenting issues "may" remain in the application and requested whether the 
Applicants would be willing to submit a Terminal Disclaimer merely to expedite allowance 
of the case. Accordingly, Applicants' submission of the Terminal Disclaimer is not to be 
construed as an admission that, in the absence of the Terminal Disclaimer, the claims of the 
subject application would remain rejected for double patenting as set forth in the May 12, 
2005 Office Action. Specifically, Applicants submit that Claims 38 to 79 of the subject 
application are not directed to the "same invention" as Claims 1 to 37 of the '301 patent, 
and that Claims 38 to 79 are non-obviously different fi-om Claims 1 to 37 of the *301 patent 
for at least the following reasons. 

As set forth in each of independent Claims 38, 40, 42, 47, 52, 54, 56, 61, 66, 
68, 70 and 75, the presently claimed invention calls for a user to approve entry into a low 
power consumption mode. Thus, the claims call for the user's approval to be obtained 
before the peripheral device will enter into the low power consumption mode. The 
foregoing feature is not disclosed in, or suggested by, any of Claims 1 to 37 of the '301 
patent. Accordingly, it is beheved that, in the absence of the Terminal Disclaimer, Claims 
38 to 79 are allowable over the claims of the '301 patent.
